WILL TEST WATER-ofviNING I. 


French Government to Try Plan in Ef­ 
fort to Locate Precious Fluid 
in the Sahara. 


The government of France has de­ 
cided to test the value of water-divin- j 
ing in its African colonics, and an im­ 
pressively expert committee coropris- 
mg geologists and surveyors, as well 
as diviners, has been appointed to ap­ 
ply the magic rod to the Sahara. Since 
Moses first struck water from the rock 
the question of divining has been a 
nioot one, and the world is no less 
credulous of its results in this age than 
in ancient days. The “dowser” had a 
great vogue in England in the seven­ 
teenth and eighteenth centuries, espe­ 
cially in Cornwall, where numerous 
learned works attest his prowess in 
finding metals under the earth. But 
even latterly “dowsing” for water has 
been attended with such success that 
science has had to explain the droop­ 
ing of the forked haze! twig in the 
“dowser’s” hands by such theories as 
that “certain people posses a super­ 
normal perceptive faculty,” and that 
the twisting of the branch indicated a j 
“mental disturbance in the dowser 
which is beyond the scope of conscious 
perception/’ We can well imagine that 
whether the twig or the man be the 
agent in tho matter the French gov­ 
ernment will be well rewarded for their 
experiment in dowsing on a large scale 
if an extra oasis or two be added to 
the Sahara. Failing that, the world 
will doubtless come yet to tim more 
complete and Imaginative plan,'which 
lins from time to time been mooted, 
of tipping the water of the Mediter­ 
ranean into the great desert by means 
of a canal.—Manchester Guardian.

FRANCE, BRITAIN ARM-IN-ARM 


Delegates 
to Convention 
Displayed 
Friendliness That Augurs Well 
for Future of World. 


One of the most dramatic and im­ 
pressive incidents of the second an­ 
nual convention of The American Le­ 
gion in Cleveland took place when the 
representatives of France and Great 
Britain entered the convention hall 
arm-in-arm and precipitated an ova­ 
tion that completely disrupted the 
conclave for several minutes.

distinguished visitors were Gen. Ma­ 
rie Emile Fayolle of the French army 
and Admiral Sir William Lowther 
Grant of the British navy. Gen. Leon­ 
ard Wood, who accompanied them, 
also 
received 
tremendous applause 
and was called upon for a speech. 
When 
the cheering had subsided 
General Fay cl Ie and Admiral Grant 
each delivered an address urging that 
there be no misunderstanding between 
this country on the one hand and 
France and Great Britain on the 
other. 
“I km acquainted with the high alms 
of your association and with the 
rreat mission The American Legion 
has assumed,” said General Fayolle. 
‘It Intends to keep piously the gloo­ 
ms remembrance of the dead, to 
help through life all those who came 
Tut of the fight for liberty, and to 
beep in all hearts the sacred love for 
sour own country which Is the spring 
>f all civic virtues.” 
After referring to the close ties of 
'riendshlp and esteem which bind

“As long as France and America

He appealed to the Legion for a sound 
solution of the big national issues, 
foreign relations, national defense and 
adequate provision for the disabled 
men and their dependents.

Handsome Building Planned st Cen­ 
tralia, Where Men Fell During 
Armistice Day Celebration. 


Funds for a memorial to be erected 
at Centralia, Wash., In honor of the 
American Legion martyrs of Armistice 
day, as provided for in a resolution at 
the second annual convention, soon 
will be solicited in a nation-wide cam­ 
paign, according to present plans. The 
arrangements for the campaign are be­ 
ing worked out bv the deportment of 
Washington, co-operating with Grant 
Hodge post of Centralia and the citi­ 
zens of Centralia and Chehalis. More 
than $500,000, it is expected, will be 
raised for the memorial, which will 
take the form of a handsome building 
to be erected near the spot where the 
Legionnaires fell.
